My Dear Buornen, 

it would give me much pleasure could I be as- 
sured of being able to perform with satisfaction, 
either to vou or myself, the task you have assign- 
ed me. But the labour and research requisite to 
such an undertaking, not to mention higher qua- 
liffcations not less essential, ace such as 6ll me 
with apprehensions with respect to my own com, 
petency. To furnish such a view of our count — 
as you propose, from the time of our earliest aé- 
quaintance with it to the present; to collect the 
lew scattered accounts that tradition has delivered 
down in relation to the Aborigines; to inquire into 
the history of the several settlements, to learn the 
character of the settlers; to’exhibit a faithful pic- 
ture of our several insiitutions, and to give a cleag 
and concise narration of the most important events, 
that have occurred in our little district, would ap. 
pear to constitute a work somewhat tormidabie, 
and to which IT can by no means promise myself 
equal. But since it is your particular request f 
will even undertake the enterprise, so far at least 
as relates to the information IT possess upon the 
subject, and hope that the cheerfulness and fala. 
crity with which I proceed to fulfil my task, may 
be allowed to palliate in some measure the fautis 
of a detective execution. 

Chester county, being as it is, the place of your 
birth and parentage as weil as that of the former 
residence of many of your ancestors, it is not sur- 
prising that you should feel an interest inits histo- 
ry. Regarding it with that nataral affection with 
which every one looks to his native soil, your en. 
quiries evince nu More than a curiosity that is every 
way Isuduble, and a partiality (hat every one must 
own, considering the spot towards which it is in- 
dulged, to be aliogether reasonable. For Chesier 
county has ever maintained a respectable standing 
among ber neighboring sisters, and been even dis- 
tinguished oy account of the many virtues that 
pertain to the general character of her citizens. 
To an uniform industry and sobriety they unite a 
patriotic and enterprising spirit, and are not less 
remarkable for their open and liberal hospitality, 
than for the regularity of their lives and the sim- 
plicity of their manners. The wide distinctions 
which fortune too often creates between the rich 
and the poor have not obtained a place here. The 
wealthy preserve their condescension and the poor 
their independence. Thus the equally respectas 
ble of the two classes, meet upen terms of an ha- 
nourable equality, that does credit to them both. 
‘The people as a body are sensible and informed, 
and the well known fact of the superior excellence 
of our juries deserves record, as a just testimonial 
in regard to the intelligence of ther character. 
They can also boast of their number, many distin- 
guished for elevated thought, superior talents and 
profound erudition; and the many excellent semi- 
naries that at present flourish in the county, 
evidence a prevailing taste — high and engag- 
i ‘suits of literature and science. 
haa apeately a century and an half since the first 
European settlement was established in this 
county, at which time the Leani Lenape Indians 
were the undisputed proprietors of the soil, and in. 
habited here in considerable numbers. And there 
are vet those alive who can remember to have seen 
some remnant of that unfortunate people, living in 
our woods and pursuing their usual avocatians.— 
But as emigrants purchased and gradually occue 
pied their lands, they withdrew by degrees into ne 
moter forests, so that now not a single mat e 
nian remains an inhabitant of the county.

But net ony 
have they passed away, but scarcely have they lett 
a single trace of their former existence behind tivem. 
The principal that we do-or can know is, that they 
« were and are not.” Their general character in- 
deed is well deseribed by many that have written 
of the Aborigines; but a minute and particular ac- 
couni of that portion of the race, that once resided 
here, with a knowledge of the chiefs that ruled 
among them, is no where to be found. We are 
told that they were stationed about the country 
with from three to six wigwams ina place, and we 
can even point ont some of their localities, but what 
were their numbers and what their power, we Must 
forever submit to be ignorant. It is truly wonder- 
ful how little tradition bas preserved respecting 
them, and there seems something almost unac- 
countable in it, that a great, proud and high mind- 
ed people, that had probably tenanted the soil for 
ages, should thus so quickly disappear and be for- 
gotten. The scanty gleanings of inforination that 
now remain are chiefly to be derived from the me- 
mories of our oldest inbabitants—the best chroni- 
cles in fact of the times in which they have lived. 
These 1 have consulted with care and attention, 
and have been particular in recording the informa. 
tion as soon as obtained, with an object to preserve 
to the extent that I was able, some still interesting 
recollections which growing fainter and fainter at 
every transmission, must at no distant period be 
in a great measure lost, unless some special care 
be taken to retain them. Few are now alive who 
from personal acquaintance can speak of the events 
pertaining to the early history of the country, 
and I have conceived that it might prove a sub- 
ect of regret hereafter, should we neglect until 
the opportunity be past to profit by their com- 
munications. For the many ¢urieus and valu- 
able facts with which their memories are stored 
are no where else to be found—from no other 
sources whatever can we draw so many particulars 
with respect either to transactions cotemporary 
with them, or to those of the generation antece- 
alent to theirs. an 
While we regret this dearth of intelligence in 
relation to the Indians it will afford us some satis- 
taction to find, that the sources of information are 
thore numerous and fruitful as respect our own 
ancestors. ‘Their emigration and settlement being 
an affair of some considerable moment both to 
themselves aad the colony, in the times of its in- 
fancy, the memory of these events has been more 
carefully preserved. We can follow the settlers 
from the first moment of their landing, through the

FROM THE BARKIBSURO CHRONICLE, 
Philadelphia, Oet. 2, 1823, 
TO AN AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY, 

L hope that you wal be happy to sell your fine 
goals, or grain to the people in Philadelphia, | 
believe that you will be ambitious with each other 
to do so, because you wish to obtain considerable 
money from that same people, Some of our di- 
rectors asked my teacher Mr. Weld to tell me to 
write a letter for you, U said yes, and also they 
asked our matron to give some cloth and bonnets 
to them, which the Deaf and Dumb made, to sell 
them. I think that the people would have no 
trouble in-sefling these things, all the pupils are 
very industrious in the asylum which is very com 
tortable to us. We are very happy and well 
there, All the directors always take care of us, 
toerefore we fast thank and respect them very 
much. All the teachers are very kind to us, there- 
fore we must thank them, that they instruct us 
about God and Jesus Christ, when we wonder at 
him who is in heaven, He always preserves all 
the people in this world, we must pray to God to 
fergive uur sina, to be righieous towards him — 
There are sixty eight deaf and dumb, in the asy. 
lum at the southern corner of Blevenih and High 
street. Two years ago, 1821, my two deaf aud 
dumb sisters and brother and I came from Pay. 
evie county to the asylum in Philadelphia to learn 
ht is very advantageous for us to get knowledge. 
My teacber, Mr Weid, has sixteen pupils, and he 
educates us with geod signs about the dictionary 
and geography and arithmetic and alse he swry,
